The latest phase in the Emma Bond 


outrage case occurred yesterday forenoon, 
when John C. Montgomery, Lee Pettis 
andEmanuel dementi, three of the al- 
leged guilty paities, were discharged 
from the county jai1 at Taylorv'Ue, the 
two first named prisoners furnishing ba'l 
for their appearance in the sum of 84,000 
each, and the latter 80,000 bail. A tele- 
gram and a gentleman in Decatur to-day 
fromTaylorvJHe, give tis the statement 
that the three men quietly took their de- 
parture from the jr-1 and got aboard the 
Wabush passenger train at the station 
yesterday forenoon aud stai led East. 


The three men left Taylorvi'le yester- 


day forenoon for Blue Mound, and on the 
arrival of the Wubash train at that point 
they got oil' and departed for their homes, 
nine miles west of that village.
